me he had received his suggested itinerary from PRCLO here in 
Washington. It ran as follows: Peking, Hu Ho Hao Te (Inner 
Mongolia), Urumchi, I-ning.(in Sinkiang near the Soviet border) 
eng Tu Szechwan, Lhasa Tibet, Kuei Lin, Nanchang and Shanghai 
He will leave on 3 September and be in Peking on 5 September.
